Stella Anthony called the office again alleging that her neighbor is still burning tires despite a recent visit from department 
staff (see concern 8033). Deputy Sheriff Akins visited Anthony during the phone call, and Anthony let me speak with 
Akins briefly. Akins said that he personally witnessed this neighbor burning more tires as of 2/21/2024. The concern 
8033 investigation occurred on 2/5/2024 and the responsible party signed the violation acknowledgment but is still 
burning. The Sheriff's department will provide pictures of the incident if necessary. 


| arrived at the site on February 5, 2024 at 10:50 a.m. and drove around the accessible perimeter to do a cursory 
observation of the property. | then entered the site and presented my credentials and explained the investigation 
procedure to property owner, Rory Shay. 


During the investigation | observed an approximate fifteen feet by twenty-five-feet burn area that consisted of burnt tire 
wire, furniture frame, sheetrock debris, furniture cushion, burnt metals and household waste. Shay stated that a portion 
of the waste was on site when he bought the property approximately two years ago. However, over the past two years 
other acquaintances have brought solid waste onto the property and these items have been burned. In addition to the 
burn area Shay acknowledged that he hauls metals and once he has a full load, he takes the metals to a recycling 
center. The property appears to have over 20 cubic yards of regulated solid waste and burn residue. 


The open burning violations were discussed, and Shay signed the Air Pollution Violation Acknowledgement letter and 
verbally agreed to not bring any further waste to the property and burn it. At the conclusion of the investigation, | exited 
the property at 11:25 p.m. 


After receiving two additional concerns and emails with photographs that depicts the illegal disposal of regulated solid 
waste and open burning on the Shay property, a second concern investigation was conducted on March 13, 2024. Upon 
arriving at the Shay property at 10:10 a.m. | encountered McDonald County Sheriff's Captain Chris Allison, McDonald 
County Health Department Administrator, Mike Hall, and McDonald County Commissioners, Bryan Hall, Rick Letts and 
Jamey Cope. Also present was neighboring property owner, Timothy Tucker. According to these individuals they were 
on-site to speak to Shay regarding their respective laws and guidance’s. After excusing myself from these individuals, | 
approached Shay to continue the investigation. 


| spoke to Shay about the continuation of solid waste being brought onto the property and the open burning activities that 
has continued to occur after the February 5, 2024 investigation. He admitted that he had been trying to clean up the 
property and open burning had been occurring in recent weeks. During the review of the property, five burn areas and 
over 20 cubic yards of regulated solid waste was documented. This waste is scattered thorough out the property and 
appear to be leaving the Shay property. In addition, the burn areas appear to be on adjacent properties. Shay was 
advised that due to the continuation of the violations pertains to open burning regulations and solid waste regulations, a 
Referral Notice of Violation would be issued, and he stated that he understood.

CP states dust from the peanut factory is going all over his car and is terrible and the noise is constant. 


| arrived in the area of Delta Peanut at approximately 10:20 AM on February 20, 2024. | pulled into a parking lot on the 
east side of Floyd Street by some nearby soccer fields to observe the Delta Peanut plant and look for dust crossing 
property lines. | observed the plant for almost 30 minutes before finally making my way to the office. John Gamble, 
Buying Point Manager of the Kennett Plant, was not around at the time so | asked a woman who worked there if | could 
drive around the plant and look for dust emissions. She agreed to allow me to go closer to the process buildings to look 
around. 


Soon after | went to look around the plant, John Gamble arrived at the office so | went back to speak with him. | 
explained that we had received a concern on dust crossing property boundaries. John explained that there was a day the 
previous week where there was an exceptional amount of wind and that maybe that could have been when the concern 
was submitted. John told me that since my last visit to the plant, he installed some long, plastic flaps on the west side of 
the truck unloading pull-through of the shelling building. John said that before, the pull-through was a wind tunnel that 
pushed dust toward the east side property boundary. The flaps help mitigate against the wind getting through the pull- 
through and pushing dust to the east. 


| told John that | observed a truck leaving the shelling building with no tarp on the trailer. | mentioned that tarping the 
trucks could be another step to mitigate dust emissions. John feels that most dust emissions are going to come from the 
haul roads. | explained to John that some Best Management Practices (BMP's) such as applying water, applying a 
chemical surfactant, or paving gravel roads could aid in keeping dust down. John informed me that they are working with 
food-grade products and that peanuts do not take moisture well. He fears that applying water or even a chemical 
surfactant too close to the process buildings could ruin their product. 


Several months ago, Delta Peanut and their environmental consultants began working with the Air Pollution Control 
Program's Permits Section on applying for an air construction permit. Upon speaking with the Permits Section myself, | 
learned that Tabitha Bandy-Vizcaino is working on this air permit project. | spoke with Tabitha and she told me that an 
initial Construction Permit Application was received from Delta Peanut and it showed their potential emissions to be 
above de minimus levels. However, these calculations were made under the pretense that the Delta Peanut facility would 
operate 24 hours per day, 7 days per week, and 365 days per year. John Gamble has said that the plant operates 
seasonally. Currently, Delta Peanut's consultants are reworking calculations to submit back to the Air Pollution Control 
Program's Permits Section. 


During my investigation, | did not observe any dust crossing property boundaries. | observed very minimal dust coming 
from the haul roads and very minimal dust coming from the shelling building truck unloading area. No violations of 
Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.170 Restriction of Particulate Matter to the 
Ambient Air Beyond the Premises of Origin were observed.

2/21/24-RLA- Myron reacched out to Kyle Youngs and Luke Rodriguez with the EPA to notify them of the malfunction 
and requested permission to investigate the concern. EPA replied and granted permisssion on 2/22/24. 


On February 22, 2024, | (Lemma Zewdie) investigated the concern on site. | met Buzzi Terminal Manger, Sam French 
(314 353 3344). Buzzi is, a source of air pollution (facility id number 510-1104) is located at 3702 South First Street St 
Louis 63118. Sam French told me that on February 22, approximately 1:00 am, one of the values at the silos, which is 
supposed to be closed remained open even though the silos were full. The alarm went off. No body heard the alarm and 
stopped the unloading process. The pressure developed pushed the cement up and the cement found its way out to the 
ambient air through the least resistant part of the silos. Cement dust (not flash ash indicted in the news media) was out 
in the ambient air for about one and half hours releasing approximately 3-5 tons of cement dust. At about 2:10 am on 
February 22, 2024, St Louis City Fire Department arrived and turned the cement loading system off in the barges and the 
dust was under control. The duration of the dust release was about one and half hour. 


The dust traveled approximately a quarter of a mile northeast landing on the property of Valvoline in violation of Sate

Road with Centerpoint Road and no evidence of open burning was noted. There was a pile of tires next to a dumpster 
and an appliance at that residential location. | stopped at Randy's Tire and Auto Service, which is located down 
Centerpoint Road (30 Centerpoint Road, Steelville) and | spoke with the Owner, Randy Ray. | asked Randy Ray if he 
open burned scrap tires to dispose of them. Randy Ray stated that he had not ever open burn scrap tires. He had 
recently been inspected and is careful to use properly permitted scrap tire haulers or other appropriate means for 
disposal such as cutting up the tire and placing it in the dumpster for disposal as solid waste. Randy Ray stated that 
there was a yard nearby that had been open burned around the time of the environmental concern being received at this 
office. This yard while nearby is actually off of Kehner Road and it has apparently been open burned to clear it off, which 
not a regulated activity. Randy Ray then called me (his telephone is 573-775-4449) and told me that | might be 
investigating the location at 17 Centerpoint Road, which had also recently open burned. While | noted a burn pile in that 
approximate location, | was not able to identify what had been open burned from the remains. Randy Ray gave me the 
information for the home's owner since it is a rental property. 


On March 15, 2024, | telephoned Rick Smith, Property Owner, and | discussed the environmental concern involving the 
open burning of rubber and Rick Smith confirmed ownership of the house at that address. | additionally discussed that 
the open burning regulation (i.e. Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.045 Open 
Burning Requirements) prohibits the open burning of items that are petroleum-based materials such as tires, asphalt 
roofing material, carpet, and used oils. | also read through the rest of the list of materials that are not to be open burned 
and | offered to mail a copy of the regulation and some fact sheets. Rick Smith said that having the information would be 
appreciated. Moreover, Rick Smith stated that the renters at 17 Centerpoint Road needed to get things cleaned up at 
that location.

CP states her neighbor has a home based business and they keep burning treated wood, metal, styrofoam, plastic 
containers, soda cans close to the property line 


arrived at the concern address at approximately 10:00 AM on March 11, 2024. | was accompanied by Jesse Evans, 
Environmental Specialist with the Solid Waste Program. We presented our credentials to Becky Camp who was the 
owner of the property and who guided us around the place as we discussed the concern. We explained to Becky that the 
concern filed mentioned the open burning of treated wood, metal, styrofoam, plastic, and aluminum cans. Becky Camp 
showed us here burn pile where she claimed to only burn leaves and vegetative waste. From what | could tell, there were 
a few aluminum cans, some plastic flower pots, and some railroad ties. 


None of these items looked to have been burned; they looked to have been simply dumped there. We asked Becky 
Camp if she has a regular local trash hauler to which she confirmed. | told Becky Camp that items such as the aluminum 
cans and plastic flower pots need to be disposed of in her regular trash cans to be hauled off by the local waste hauler. | 
told Becky Camp that this burn pile should really only contain vegetative waste or untreated wood. We mentioned to 
Becky Camp that due to the concern, it may be wise to relocate where she open burns, but we cannot enforce it. 


As for the railroad ties, we suggested to Becky Camp that she remove them from the burn pile and ideally off her 
property. We suggested waste haulers or landfill possibilities. Becky Camp said that she plans to take them to another 
site to use in a landscaping fashion. | told Becky Camp that regardless of her plans, the ties need to be moved away 
from the burn pile if she intends to keep burning in this exact location. There is also a outfall from a pond on Becky 
Camp's property that runs right behind the burn pile. We suggested to Becky Camp that she might try to build up a small 
retention wall or something to further prevent ash or something of the like from draining into the outfall. We provided 
Becky with Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.045 Open Burning Requirements 
and PUB2047 - Facts on Open Burning Under Missouri Regulations. We also made mention to PUB0196 - Railroad Ties 
and Utility Poles (Treated Wood). 


| spoke with the concerned party (CP) on March 14, 2024. The CP claimed that Becky Camp had since moved the 
railroad ties from the burn pile and was hauling in dirt near the burn pile. | told the CP that we suggested possibly 
building up the back side of the burn area to prevent ash and other remnants from getting into the outfall. It's possible the 
dirt is being used to build a retention, but | could not gurantee that that's what it would be used for. The CP thanked us 
for our investigation and | encouraged the CP to contact me if she witnessed any other potential violations of the open 
burning rule (i.e. Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.045 Open Burning 
Requirements).

No clear evidence of violations of Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.045 Open 
Burning Requirements was found. A burn pile is onsite near the CP's property. The RP claims to only burn leaves, 
vegetative waste, etc. The burn pile contained railroad ties, plastic flower pots, and aluminum cans. We suggested 
placing cans and plastic in regular trash for pickup and suggested the removal of the railroad ties. We also suggested 
building up behind the burn area to prevent remnants of a burn getting into a nearby outfall. A call to the CP suggested 
that steps were being taken in response to the suggestions we gave.

The Concerned Party was aware of open burning and planned demolition at the former glass factory in Park Hills. | 
telephoned Straighthorn Trucking and | talked to Ricky Matthews, who stated that they had already demolished several 
all metal buildings. They had also open burned some untreated wood wastes while on site in part for warming fires. 


| made contact with Rick Matthews of Straighthorn Trucking via telephone on February 28, 2024. | explained the 
purpose of the call and some of Missouri's regulations regarding asbestos. Straighthorn Trucking is in Mississippi and 
personnel were unaware of these regulations. | explained to Rick Matthews that an Asbestos NESHAP Demolition/ 
Renovation Notification needed to be submitted to the department. The only material left on site was scrap metal and 
Straighthorn Trucking was in the process of hauling this material off. At this point in the project, an asbestos inspector 
would not have enough suspect asbestos-containing building material suitable for sufficient asbestos sampling. Rick 
Matthews stated this matter would be relayed to necessary personnel. 


As a Missouri Department of Natural Resources Team Member, | arrived on site around 2:00 p.m. on March 1, 2024. No 
one was on site at the time of the investigation and the facility's entrances were gated and locked. | took photographs 
from the roadside, due to the lack of access, | was unable to identify every involved building material. 


On March 8, 2024, | spoke with John Peret and Joe Llarado who are Project Director and Project Manager respectively, 
with Phoenix Investors. John Peret described the project and stated that Phoenix Investors have not historically done 
business in Missouri and were unaware of the regulations regarding asbestos. The asbestos regulations and the reasons 
behind them were discussed. | explained to John Peret that an Asbestos NESHAP Demolition/Renovation Notification 
needed to be submitted to the department. | inquired about the status of an asbestos inspection at this facility, it was 
stated by John Peret that the contractor used by Phoenix Group deemed the building unsafe and did not sample material 
but did make observation of the material and did not note any suspect asbestos-containing materials in its construction.
